Tlic Rxann'ner alleges that Andrew teaches a game boaa-d (Fig,l), a plurality of markers 
(i'ig.4), a plurality of spaces (A1-A7 etc), start space (1 1), a plurality of cards (Fig.7*12), random 
number generator (Fig,3), and badges (Fig-S). The lixamiiier alleges the the only difference 
between applicants game and the applied rcrercncc resides in meaning and infoimalion conveyed 
by the printed matter and not considered patentable BX. Parte Drcslow 1 92 USPQ 431 . The 
Examiner also argues that it would have been obvious to change the information on spaces/cards 
to match the theme of Ihe game. 

In response to the obviousness rejections, Applicant has Hmended Claims 1, 3, and 14. 
Applicant argues respectfully that Andrew does not teach or suggest a board gajne as claimed 
whlch» inter alia, comprises a game board having an outer circle^ an inner circlo, and a center
